T is common to refer to the plastics industry as a 
acs industry, but as long ago as 1870 nitro- 

cellulose or celluloid was manufactured, while 
the first wholly synthetic product, namely bakelite, 
was developed in 1909. 

Plastics form part of that section of chemistry 
lealing with ‘‘ high polymers.”” The latter may be 
lefined as compounds, made up of long chains or 
networks produced by the combination of a large 
lumber of repeating molecular units. In extreme 
tases these may consist of as many as five or ten 
thousand of such units joined together to form a 
‘ingle molecule. Depending on the chemical com- 
position of the units, the number of units in the 
thains, the configuration of the chains themselves 
ind the manner in which these are positioned 
tlatively to each other, a great variety of materials 
of differing properties can be made. 

The chemist can make thermoplastics, that is to 
‘ay products which remain plastic, however many 
limes they are heated. He can also produce thermo- 
setting materials, which, on heating, 
change irreversibly to a hard, in- 
fusible state, in the same way as a 
dakelite moulding powder does on pressing at an 
‘levated temperature. He can synthesize plastics 
high mechanical strength or excellent dielectric 
roperties, and he is able to design polymers which 
lave rubbery properties or which ean be drawn into 
iynthetic fibres having characteristics better in 
Many ways than natural fibres. 

Certain generalizations have been built up on past

experience which serve as a guide to further work. 
Thus, high mechanical strength is associated with 
‘* nolar ” molecules which show pronounced secondary 
valency effects, while good electrical properties occur 
in polymers of a ‘‘ non-polar ”’ or hydrocarbon type. 
Rubberiness is induced by choosing very long chain 
polymers, generally lightly cross-linked, capable of 
being uncoiled on stretching, and returning to the 
coiled condition on releasing the tension. <A fibrous 
condition results from molecules which are sufficiently 
symmetrical to allow close packing and orientation 
in a semi-crystalline state and which preferably, 
but not essentially, include ‘‘ polar” groups. 

It is obvious that chemistry plays an essential 
role in the development of new materials. The 
plastics industry itself needs, in addition, the services 
of engineers, tool makers and designers, all of whom 
must work together in order to ensure successful 
production, and to meet exceptional customer 
demands. 

The development of bakelite in the early part of 
the century was followed by several other materials 
of a related type, but it was not until about 1928, 

' that the first of a series of synthetic 
Vigorous thermoplastics, namely polystyrene, 
Development came into commercial prominence. 
From 1930 to 1939 was the period of vigorous growth, 
when many new plastics such as Perspex and the 
various vinyl derivatives made their appearance. 
During these nine years, the annual world production 
rose from approximately 30,000 tons to between 
200,000 and 250,000 tons, of which roughly 45 per cent. 
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were made by the United States and the greater part of 
the remainder by Germany and the United Kingdom. 

The war called for all the special materials and resources 
offered by the plastics industry, and was responsible in 
many countries for increased production of established 
products and for the development of new materials. 
Phenolic resins were needed for the moulding powders, 
adhesives, coatings, insulating lacquers and improved 
woods in many warlike stores. 


Use in the Mosquito 


Important experience was gained in the moulding and 
application of shock resisting powders. High frequency 
electric current was harnessed for the pre-heating of 
moulding powders, with a consequent improvement in 
moulding time and the possibility of making satisfactory 
mouldings in much thicker cross-sections than is normally 
possible. Urea-formaldehyde resins, particularly in com- 
bination with melamine resins, found a most important 
outlet in adhesives, and the success of the Mosquito aircraft 
was due in no small measure to synthetic glues of this 
type. Perspex, or polymethylmethacrylate, is so well 
known as an essential part of aeroplanes, as to need little 
amplification ; it suffices to say that production in the 
United Kingdom, United States and Germany has 
enormously increased, with a corresponding improvement 
in consistency, transparency, and general behaviour under 
severe service conditions. 

It may be of interest to note here that since the end 
of the war, Perspex has been used in numerous domestic 
articles having considerable public appeal. An even 
more important application is the use of Perspex for the 
aspheric lenses required for television purposes. Poly- 
styrene was invaluable in many high-frequency electrical 
circuits ; it was of special value, because of its negligible 
water absorption, as the material for the non-spill acid vent 
required for aircraft accumulators. Plastics of the poly- 
vinyl chloride type were of the greatest importance as 
cable insulants, when Japan’s entry into the war deprived 
this country of natural rubber. These vinyl plastics are 
now well known to the public as the P.V.C. sold for curtains, 
tablecloths, waterproof garments, etc. 

Research immediately before the war into the effect 
on ethylene of ultra high pressures and elevated tem- 
peratures led directly to the discovery of,polythene, a 
hydrocarbon having electric characteristics equivalent to 
those of polystyrene, combined with surprising flexibility. 
It has been claimed, without exaggeration, that polythene 
was more responsible than any other single factor for the 
superiority of allied aircraft. 

German designers were forced to employ less satis- 
factory designs of electrical gear, because polythene 
was not available to them in any quantity. Unfortunately, 
polythene, like other thermoplastics, suffers from the 
disadvantage of comparatively low softening point, which 
can be serious when elevated temperatures occur near 
high frequency circuits. The difficulty has been solved 
‘by the discovery that a polymer made from tetrafluor- 
ethylene, a compound in which the four hydrogen atoms 
of ethylene are replaced by fluorine atoms, retains the 
electrical properties of polythene while possessing a softening 
point of about 320°C. P.T.F.E. or Teflon as it is called, 
is still on a small production basis, but potentially has 
most significant technical value. 


Work by Germany 


Germany, with limited access to natural gas, agricultural 
products and molasses, so important as raw materials 
for high polymers, has made outstanding contributions. 
Her work in the field started well before the outbreak of 
war. Investigations into the chemistry of acetylene 
and urethanes have produced startling results. In par- 
ticular high pressure and temperature reactions of acetylene 
led to developments of numerous intermediates, 
many of which have hitherto been merely academic 
curiosities. 'These have been employed in the production 
of so many vinyl plastics, synthetic rubbers and fibres, 


have 
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as to emphasize the great need for acetylene as a basic 
material. The polyurethanes, which are of special interest 
as derivable from coal by-products, have been produced 
in the form of plastics, coatings, fibres, adhesives and, in 
particular, synthetic rubbers of remarkably promising 
properties. 


Use of Silicones 


Certainly one of the most original contributions to the 
field of high polymers has been the commercial manu- 
facture of the so-called ‘‘ silicones.’”’ These are products 
based on a silicon-oxygen instead of a carbon skeleton 
and as a result they possess properties strikingly different 
from their carbon analogues. Thus silicone fluids show 
very little alteration in viscosity with change of tem. 
perature, an obviously important characteristic for hydraulic 
fluids in, say, aircraft. Silicone rubbers, lubricants, greases 
and resins have excellent resistance to elevated tem- 
peratures as well as good electrical properties. Particularly 
in combination with glass fibres the resins are of special 
value in raising the permissible running temperatures of 
motors, or alternatively allowing higher horse-power for a 
motor of given size. 

Other silicones can be employed as mould release agents, 
while others have a valuable application in replacing fat 
in baking tins ; one application of resin permits the baking 
of very many batches of loaves, whereas fat has to be 
applied for each batch. A still further surprising property 
possessed by many silicones is that of water-repellency. 
Advantage of this property has been taken in the production 
of electrical insulation for use under tropical or similar 
humid conditions. 

All these developments are of particular significance 
when it is realised that only 10 years ago silicones were 
regarded as laboratory curiosities of no commercial] interest 
whatsoever. Their industrial debut was made as recently 
as 1943. 


Crossed-Linked Polymers 


These are only the outstanding developments of high 
polymer research. Space allows only mention of cross- 
linked polymers, such as those based on dially] phthalate, 
which permit low pressure moulding and therefore manu- 
facture of much larger items than are feasible by high 
pressure methods. Neutral cold-setting adhesives based 
on resorcinol, cellulose esters and ethers with properties 
superior in some respects to nitro-cellulose and cellulose 
acetate, vinyl co-polymers, polyvinyl butyral, used first 
as a proofing material and later as a safety glass interlayer, 
and the ion-exchange resins, are also examples of the 
results of recent research. Great advances have _ been 
made also in fabrication and moulding techniques such as 
transfer and jet moulding, the ‘‘ post-forming ”’ of laminated 
stock, special methods of proofing, the production of 
foils and films of high strength and the use of high frequency 
heating in welding processes. 

A great number of investigations on the fundamentals 
of polymer structure and formation are proceeding without 
reference to specific practical objectives and much in- 
formation is steadily accumulating. That such investiga- 
tions may lead to surprisingly valuable results can be 
demonstrated by Carothers’ classical work on polyesters 
which led rapidly to Nylon, by the German acetylene 
syntheses and by Kipping’s brilliant programme of work 
on silicon chemistry upon which the manufacture of 
silicones is directly based. The subject of high polymers 
is in a phase of exceptional activity and it is likely that the 
next ten years will see advances even greater than those 
so far made. The interest taken in the rubber, plastics 
and fibre sections of the International Congress of Pure 
and Applied Chemistry, held in London during July, pro- 
vides sufficient evidence for this belief, which is supported 
by the number of scientific papers and patents appearing 
continually on the subject.

Prices for Women’s Non- 
Utility Outerwear 


HE Board of Trade have received complaints that the 

manufacturers’ maximum prices for women’s scheduled 

non-utility outerwear prescribed in the Women’s 
and Maids’ Outerwear (Price-Control Mark and Manu- 
facturers’ Maximum Prices) Order, 1946* have created 
hardship for certain manufacturers of high grade garments 
and have restricted the development of models suitable for 
export. 

In consultation with the Central Price Regulation 
Committee the Board have, therefore, agreed to consider 
applications for permission to exceed these maximum 
prices from manufacturers who can satisfy both the con- 
ditions (a) and (b) set out below. 

The conditions are :— 

(a) The manufacturer must demonstrate that, in the year 
ended June 30, 1942, or some earlier period of twelve 
months, his average selling price, computed by 
reference to the Prices of Goods Act, of non-utility 
garments of a class as defined in the First Schedule 
to the Order was greater than 70 per cent. of the 
relevant current ceiling price, and 

(b) his financial accounts for a period of not less than 
six months must show, to the satisfaction of the 
Central Price Regulation Committee, that the profits 
of his business as a whole have been reduced to an 
unreasonably low level as a consequence of the 
existing form of price control of women’s non-utility 
scheduled outerwear. 

A manufacturer whose application is granted will be 
given a Direction which will fix higher maximum prices for 
particular classes of garments and will require the applica- 
tion of the Price Control Mark to the garments for which 
those higher prices are allowed. In fixing the prices the 
Board will have regard to the evidence supplied under (a) 
above. 

Applications, accompanied by documentary evidence 
that the above conditions are satisfied, and, in the case of 
condition (a), authenticated by an accountant’s certificate, 
should be sent to the Secretary, Central Price Regulation 
Committee, 41 Tothill Street, London, S.W.1.

Wool Yarn and Wool Cloth 


The Board of Trade, in consultation with the Central 
Price Regulation Committee, have made an Order* which 
further amends the Wool Yarn and Wool Cloth (Maximum 
Prices and Charges) Order, 1944 (S.R. & O. 1944 No. 1307), 
as amended. 

The changes introduced by the new Order, which will 
cone into operation on November 17, are as follows :— 

It revokes Article 12 and Related Charge Schedule No. 
2B and Supplement No. 1, which fixed maximum 
charges for commission combing and recombing and 
ancillary services. 

It increases the maximum charge for dyeing and finish- 
ing wool cloth on commission from the June 1942 charge 
plus 26 per cent. to the June 1942 charge plus 31 per 
cent.

Export of Utility Locknit 


The Board of Trade are issuing the Utility Apparel, 
Women’s and Maids’ Underwear and Nightwear (Amend- 
ment) (No. 2) Directions, the Infants’ and Girls’ Wear 
(Amendment) (No. 6) Directions and the Men’s and Boys’ 
Shirts, Underwear and Nightwear (Amendment) (No. 2) 
Directions. 

These amendments provide the same freedom from price 
restrictions for export sales of Utility locknit garments as 
already exists for export sales of Utility goods listed in the 
Schedules to the Knitted Goods Directions.

Supply of Rationed Goods 
Coupon-Free 


HE Board of Trade have issued a General Licence* 

which replaces S.R. & O. 1944 No. 809 and provides 

for a new form of certificate for the supply of specified 
rationed goods coupon-free which does not require to be 
stamped or signed by the issuing authority. 

This new form of certificate will be issued only by the 
Board of Trade and may not be in general circulation for 
some time. The form of certificate specified in the revoked 
licence S.R. & O. 1944 No. 809 will continue to be issued, 
but traders should note that this form of certificate is only 
valid when it is stamped or signed by the issuing authority. 

The two forms of certificate are clearly distinguishable 
by the instructions on the face. 

Traders are authorized to supply coupon-free the rationed 
goods specified on these certificates to persons surrendering 
them, and to pay them into their coupon banking accounts 
as coupon equivalent documents after the goods have been 
supplied. 

The goods normally covered by certificates issued under 
this licence include sheets, towels, curtain materials, sweat 
cloth, miners’ safety boots and nurses’ stockings.

Rationed Goods for Naval 
Personnel 


The Board of Trade have issued a General Licence* 
which came into force on November 13 and which intro- 
duces an amended form of certificate enabling traders to 
supply certain types of rationed goods to R.N. and W.R.N.S. 
ratings and R.M. other ranks, without the surrender of 
coupons. 

This amended Type ‘‘M”’ certificate on Form S.110 
provides that double-breasted cloth jackets and cloth 
waistcoats and trousers conforming to the latest Admiralty 
sealed patterns may now be supplied, in addition to the 
articles formerly covered if they are specified on the form. 
Ratings of Allied and Associated Navies may no Jonger be 
supplied with rationed goods against a certificate on 
Form 8.110.

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Business Man’s Impressions of Trading 
Conditions in Japan 


The article below is contributed by a director of a firm of London merchants and shippers.

RIVATE trading between Allied and Japanese nationals 
P.:: officially sanctioned from August 15, 1947. 

a visit to Japan, interviews with officials of S.C.A.P. 
(Supreme Commander for the Allied Powers), Byoeki-cho 
(official agency for the Japanese Board of Trade) and 
representative manufacturers in many trades, it is possible 
to build up a picture of the position. 

Some background knowledge of the economic set up of 
the country and conditions generally is necessary to enable 
understanding of the position to be reached. To quote 
S.C.A.P., ‘‘ Japan’s currency is decreasing in value ; she 
is critically short of foods, fertilizers, fats, metals, coal, 
textile raw materials and all forms of transport.’’ There is 
a vast black market despite the most strenuous efforts of 
both the Military and Japanese Governments to keep it 
down. 

It can be taken as a basis that the pre-war wage for un- 
skilled labour was in the neighbourhood of Y.80-00 per 
month and this figure is now Y.1,800-00. The rations are 
insufficient to maintain even a low standard of living, par- 
ticularly as some items are many weeks behind the schedule 
of distribution. The consequence is that a very large pro- 
portion of the population obtain supplies by devious 
methods. Apart from food, other costs of living are heavily 
increased. Rents vary enormously from town to town and 
are dependent upon whether the pre-war home is un- 
damaged or whether the family has to occupy newly built 
premises. With few exceptions, clothing is only available 
at black market prices. All restaurants are closed, and 
hotels not permitted to supply food, but only to cook their 
guests’ rations. Electrical supplies are insufficient to meet 
the demands. 


Effort at Restoration 


There has been a most remarkable absence of ** incidents ”’ 
between members of the occupying powers and the popula- 
tion. The older generation of the Japanese deplore the 
outbreak of armed robbery, something almost unknown in 
pre-war Japan, and somewhat unfairly are apt to lay the 
blame for this on the occupying troops. ‘There is widespread 
appreciation of the many improvements in the water supply 
and sanitation that the Military Government has established, 
but it would be idle to lose sight of the fact that no occupy- 
ing power, however generous, is ever popular. 

The visitor cannot help being impressed with the great 
effort the Japanese are putting into the restoration of their 
Mep and women are working hard for long hours 
\bsenteeism in 


country. 
and putting great effort into their labours. 
factories is remarkably low. Output per man or woman 
hour varies, but on the average, is up to pre-war standard. 
This is remarkable in an underfed population. There is 
quite a considerable volume of unemployment. In Japan 
this has never been so serious as in more urbanized countries, 
because so many of the labouring classes are drawn from the 
countryside and return to their village homes when factory 
work is not available. In spite of the shortage of materials, 
the amount of rebuilding and rehabilitation is remarkable. 

Rail services, though insufficient and consequently over- 
crowded, are running to a schedule, but for long distance 
travel the service is much slower than immediate pre-war 
time tables. 

Most of the foreign style hotels, well known to pre-war 
visitors, are under requisition for the Allied Powers and this 
applies to a large number of the more important buildings 
that survived the bombing in each of Japan’s commercial 


centres. 
Land of Contradictions 


For the convenience of foreign buyers, the Japanese 
Government have constructed or converted five buildings 
into hotels. From the point of view of a visitor from 
Britain, these hotels must be classified as most luxurious. 
It is understeed that all the food supplied has been imported 
from the United States and is equivalent to that of a first- 
class commercial hotel in the United States. The standard 
of service is high. 

Japan is still the land of contradictions and strange in- 
consistencies that have puzzled three generations of foreign

residents and visitors. This is the background one must 
have in mind in viewing the trading position. 

Private traders are completely free to interview manu- 
facturers and to discuss all details of their requirements up 
to the important point of fixing prices. Negotiations pro- 
ceed through the relative department of Byoeki-cho and 
then through this organization to the commodity specialists 
of S.C.A.P. For the purpose of private trading, no rate of 
exchange has been fixed and the method of fixing a price is 
officially stated to be based on the following :— 


1) Current world market price. 

2) Prices established in principal markets. 

3) Pre-war prices in principal foreign currencies 
adjusted to altered production costs and other 
changed circumstances. 

(4) Comparisons with prototype 

substitute items. 
(5) Negotiation in accordance with accepted trade 
practices.

The individual 
Japanese suppliers of exports are paid by Byceki-cho at yen 
prices which are established in consideration of local factors 
and those mentioned above. 


First Buyer Fixes the Price 


All price negotiatidns have to be settled in Tokyo and 
with all goodwill and desire to promote trade, this central- 
ization tends to slow down proceedings. It is understood 
that once the price of any commodity has been fixed in 
dollars, $.C.A.P. will not permit any variation for a period of 
some months. It follows that the first buyer fixes the price 
for all other buyers whether in his own country or in any 
other territory, subject only to the variations in freigh 
rates and insurances as $.C.A.P. are only willing to fix 
prices f.o.b. Japan ports. Having settled prices and 
entered into a contract with Byoeki-cho (not it is to be noted 
with the supplier), the buyer makes payment in the usual 
form of irrevocable letter of credit made payable to Byoeki- 
cho. Contracts set forth ‘** warranties’ in regard to the 
commodities sold but S.C.A.P. undertake any 
guarantee that the merchandise exported meets specifica- 


tions.

\t this stage it is necessary to secure an export licence 
and then the trader has to contact the Maritime Com- 
mission with regard to ocean freights, selection of shipping 
and other technical matters. Byoeki-cho are responsible for 
the preparation of shipping papers, but the Maritime Com- 
mission deals with the handling of cargo to the port and on 
board ship. Arrangements are now in hand for the opening 
up of regular shipping routes and the eventual establish- 
ment of fixed freight rates. 

Whilst a considerable volume of business in pre-war days 
was completed directly between Japanese manufacturers 
and overseas importers, a very important proportion of 
Japan’s exports passed through the hands of Commission 
Houses. Obviously almost all of these (the majority of the 
foreign firms being British) have been closed for some years, 
and to date S.C.A.P. has not granted permission for these 
houses to be re-established. Their function was to keep 
overseas buyers supplied with samples, up-to-date informa- 
tion of markets, negotiate contracts and to inspect mer- 
chandise prior to shipment. It is these functions that 
buyers now require because, apart from the overseeing of 
shipments and the detailed requirements of the purchaser, 
it would appear unlikely that Byoeki-cho will be able to

operate if trading is to resume on any scale to be of interest 
to Japan’s purchasing power. There is a further ruling that 
contracts have to be sizned ona for.» provided by Byoeki-cho 
and that agents or commission houses (only Japanese at 
present) are unable to enter into contracts unless they are in 
possession of a Power of Attorney issued by the buyer in a 
form authorized by 8.C.A.P. 

Up to the present, no arrangements have been made 
whereby the overseas buyer can issue a Power of Attorney 
in favour of Byoeki-cho. 

Though doubts have been expressed, there is no reason 
to suppose that S.C.A.P. is not genuinely concerned to 
re-open private trading to the greatest possible extent 
compatible with Japan’s economy. Representatives of 
S.C.A.P. have stated their intention of obtaining the 
highest possible price for Japan’s exports (conversely to buy 
in the lowest markets for her imports) and to guard the 
country from any form of price cutting that was so prevalent 
in pre-war years. S.C.A.P. has emphasized its desire to 
cut red tape to the minimum, and the prospective buyer who 
finds himself tied up in the somewhat complicated cordage 
outlined above must appreciate the remarks of the Senior 
Trade Adviser to a meeting of foreign buyers that their visit 
to Japan would be more helpful to him than to themselves. 
The same speaker admitted that for two years those 
responsible for framing the trading schemes had been more 
or less isolated from world markets and up-to-date know- 
ledge of prices. It would appear that,in their anxiety to 
maintain an economic price level for Japanese merchandise, 
they have not realized the extent to which the world has 
found not unsatisfactory substitutes for many Japanese 
products and that in many instances, world demand has 
completely changed. 

S.C.A.P. announced that during the first three weeks that 
followed the opening of trade, the total figure of contracts 
amounted to $1,250,000 (£312,500). It is understood that 
the cost of the occupation to the Allied Powers is in the 
neighbourhood of £100 million per annum. 
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Development Councils for 
Industry 


NSWERING a recent question in the House of 

Commons, the President of the Board of Trade, Mr. 

Harold Wilson, stated that discussions were at present 
taking place concerning the establishment of Development 
Councils in the following industries :—cotton, pottery, 
furniture, hosiery, wool, jewellery and silverware. He hoped 
before the end of this year to bring before the House for 
its approval Orders setting up Councils for some of the 
industries named 

The following note on the Development Councils generally 
may be of interest : 

The majority of the Working Parties set up to study 
various industries in the past two years have recommended 
the establishment of some form of continuing tripartite 
body for their industries which would be charged, broadly 
speaking, with continuing and carrying further work begun 
or indicated by the Working Party and providing a central 
advisory body on most problems affecting the industry 
outside the field of wages and conditions of employment. 
The Industrial Organization and Development Act, 1947, 
to which the Royal Assent was given in July, laid down a 
general framework for central bodies of this kind, capable 
of being adapted and modified as necessary to suit the 
circumstances of particular industries. 

The Act requires that before such a tripartite body 
(known as a Development Council) is set up, the Board or 
Minister concerned must consult representative organiza- 
tions of employers and workers on the subject and must be 
satisfied that it is desired by a substantial number of those 
engaged in the industry. Such consultations are now going 
on with the appropriate organizations in the industries 
mentioned in the President’s They naturally 
include discussion, in the light of the various reeommenda- 
tions of the Working Parties for each industry, of the 
precise extent of the industry which the Council is to serve, 
the numbers and composition of the Council (the <Aet 
merely requires that it shall contain representatives of 
employers and workers, and members independent of the 
industry), the precise functions which are to be conferred 
on the Council, and the amount and method of assessment 
of any statutory levy which may be needed to cover the 
Coun¢il’s expenses and to enable it to support adequately 
work for the common good of the industry on such matters 
as scientific research, export promotion and design. 

When these discussions are sufficiently advanced, drafts 
of the scheme are circulated to the organizations concerned, 
and after their comments have been considered, it is 
intended, as stated by the President of the Board of Trade 
during the debate in Parliament on the Industrial Organiza- 
tion and Development Bill, to publish the proposals as a 
White Paper or in a similar form so as to give an opportunity 
for public discussion and criticism of the schemes as a whole 
and in detail before any Orders are actually made. In this 
way full account can be taken of any criticisms that are 
brought forward before a draft Order is finally laid before 
Parliament for approval. Only after it has received such 
approval by affirmative Resolution of both Houses can the 
Order be made and come into force.

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Questions Asked and Answered 
in Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry answered in Parliament. 


WEDNESDAY NOVEMBER 5 


Rolling Stock Repairs at R.O.F.s 


The Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry of Supply, 
Mr. Jack Jones, said that heavy repairs to general service 
railway wagons were being carried out at the Royal Arsenal 
as fast as supplies of timber and components allowed. 
While the Royal Ordnance Factories were not equipped for 
the complete overhaul of locomotives, four of them were 
working on spares and components for three main line 
companies. 


THURSDAY NOVEMBER 6 


Silk Stockings from the Argentine 


Asked what quantities of silk stockings had been im- 
ported from the Argentine, and at what cost, the President 
of the Board of Trade, Mr. Harold Wilson, said that apart 
from passengers’ baggage, the only imports during the first 
nine months of this year had been 125 dozen pairs valued 
at £1,097 against import licences issued on compassionate 
grounds to a British subject returning to this country. No 
payment of foreign exchange was involved. 


British Films 


Asked whether it was the intention of the Government 
to reorganize the making and distribution of British films 
in Britain ; and whether a decision had been come to as to 
the appointment of a Controller, the President replied : 
No, Sir. 3 


Production for Export 

A questioner asked what advice was given to industries, 
which would now change over to production for export, as 
to the kinds and types of goods and commodities ‘which 
would find a ready market abroad. 

The President said there was no general advice which 
could be given to industries or firms on the type of goods 
which would sell abroad. This must be a matter of in- 
dividual choice, and was partly determined by the firm’s 
manufacturing capacity. But firms could be helped in 
making their choice by the supply of information about the 
general classes of goods in demand in each overseas country, 
the existence of barriers to sale such as import restrictions 
and the names of potential purchasers. Much of this in- 
formation was published by his Department in the Board 
of Trade Journal and otherwise, but the best guidance 
could be given in interviews with representatives of in- 
dividual firms, who should approach the Regional Export 
Officers of his Department in the first instance. 


Grantham Factories 


Asked if he would arrange for a full public inquiry into 
the allocation of the Grantham factories ; and that authority 
be given to send for all the files, secret reports, papers and 
persons, the President said: No, Sir. 


Factory Premises in South Wales 


Only one or two Government buildings suitable for factory 
purposes remain unoccupied in South Wales. These would 
require substantial alteration to convert them into fac- 
tories, but the work would be done as soon as a suitable 
tenant could be found. 


Factory Applications Withdrawn 

The President stated that 21 industrialists had informed 
the Board of Trade that, owing to the shortages of raw 
materials, they would be unable to occupy factory space 
allocated to them in South Wales. Of these, 10 had been 
replaced by other projects. 

It was Government policy to give certain preferential 
treatment in the allocation of controlled raw materials to 
firms establishing themselves in the development areas, 
but since a number of these materials were in seriously 
short supply at the present time, it had not been possible 
to meet all requirements. 


Quality of Exports 

The President said the Government attached the greatest 
importance to maintaining the high quality of goods for 
export, but did not consider that it would be practicable to 
set or apply any formal standards of quality. 


Greeting Cards 


It was stated that Christmas cards were not separately 
recorded in the trade accounts, but the total imports of 
greeting cards, of all descriptions other than postcards, 
from the United States for the period January to September 
1947 amounted to £2,452. 


Export of Rolling Stock 


The President stated that the foreign countries to which 
rail locomotives and parts and carriages, wagons and trucks 
and parts were exported during the nine months ended 
September 30, 1947, were as follows :—

Payments for Imported Leather 


The President was asked how much we paid in subsidizing 
the importation of finished leather from hard currency 
countries and from soft currency countries, respectively, 
since the inception of the subsidizing of leather imports. 

The President replied that the payments in respect of 
imported leather to date have been £860,000 of which 
nearly 40 per cent. concerned imports from hard currency 
sources. Imports of leather were restricted to essentials 
and the payments had been made for the purpose, not of 
subsidizing importation, but of keeping down the price of 
footwear. 


FRIDAY NOVEMBER 7 


Havana Conference 


The President stated that the Secretary for Overseas 
Trade, Mr. A. G. Bottomley, would lead the United King- 
dom Delegation to the forthcoming United Nations Con- 
ference on Trade and Employment to be held in Havana, 
and would return after the initial stages. Ministerial 
attendance will be arranged as required during the sub- 
sequent stages. The composition of the Delegation would 
be as follows :— 

Delegates : The Secretary for Overseas Trade ; Mr. S. L. 
Holmes, Under Secretary. Board of Trade; Mr. R. J. 
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Shackle, Adviser on Commercial Policy, Board of Trade.

MONDAY NOVEMBER 10 


Use of Girvan Factory 

Mr. George Strauss, the Minister of Supply, said he 
would consider the possibility of using the factory at 
Girvan for the manufacture of fertilizers or other productive 
purposes. 

Coal to Oil Conversion 

Asked what progress had been made in the coal-to-oil 
conversion programme of the steel industry ; and how much 
coal had so far been saved by the substitution of oil, Mr. 
Strauss said the approved programme was about half 
completed. It was estimated that approximately 400,000 
tons of coal have so far been saved. 

The highest priority was given to the programme for 
coal oil conversion on the railways. It was estimated that 
supply of the necessary storage installation equipment 
would be completed by the end of February 1948. 


Motor Cars Held up at Ports 

Mr. Strauss stated that 2,750 new motor cars intended 
for export were at present held in this country awaiting 
shipping space. 


TUESDAY NOVEMBER 11 


Work of B.E.T.R.O. 

Asked if he would issue a short statement on the work 
done by British Export Trade Research Organization since 
its foundation, the Secretary for Overseas Trade, Mr. A. G. 
Bottomley, said B.E.T.R.O. was an independent organiza- 
tion, and therefore alone was in a position to make a 
comprehensive statement on its activities. But he under- 
stood that there was an increasing use by exporting interests 
of the services which it offered and that, in particular, it had 
executed for its members a number of commissions for 
scientific market research in countries overseas. 


Shortage of Yarn 

Asked if he was aware there was under-employment.and 
short time in the hosiery trade owing to a shortage of yarn, 
and what steps he was taking to increase the yarn supply, 
the Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. 
John Belcher, said while there was not serious under- 
employment, the hosiery industry was affected by the general 
shortage of output from the primary textile industries due 
to lack of labour. The Government were taking all prac- 
ticable steps to assist the textile industries to increase the 
total supply of yarn for all purposes. 


Chairman of the Raw Cotton Commission 

Mr. Belcher stated that Mr. H. O. R. Hindley, the Chair- 
man of the Raw Cotton Commission was, as laid down in the 
Act, an independent person who had had experience of, 
and shown capacity in, industrial and commercial matters 
and in administration. His experience covered service 
with commercial firms, in Government Departments, and 
under the National Coal Board. 

His salary would be £5,000 a year, and he would have an 
expense allowance of £500 a year. 
Felling of Trees 

The felling or disposal of growing trees anywhere was 
subject to licence, with two exceptions, stated Mr. Belcher. 
The first was that orchard trees and trees not more than 
3 inches in diameter over the bark 5 feet from the ground 
level were exempted. The second was that an owner 
might himself fell 250 cubic feet of his own timber in any 
one month without a licence. The disposal of the round 
timber when felled was also subject to licence, unless its 
butt diameter without bark did not exceed 3 inches, or the 
timber might reasonably be considered fit only for use as 
fuel or for the manufacture of charcoal. 


0. and M. Branch of the Board 

Mr. Belcher stated that 12 men and 12 women. were 
employed in the Organization and Methods Branch of the 
Board of Trade. The head was Mr. H. G. Pollard, an Assis- 
tant Secretary on a salary scale of £1,320 to £1,700 a year, 
who had a comprehensive knowledge of the Department’s 
functions and an aptitude for Organization and Methods 
work. The total cost of the Branch was £12,250 per annum. 
Export of Cars to Europe 

During the period January to September, Mr. Bottomley 
said, British cars were exported to practically all European 
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countries, Belgium, Switzerland, Sweden, Portugal and the 
Netherlands taking two-thirds of the total. Particulars of 
the major imports from Europe would be found in the 
Monthly Accounts relating to Trade and Navigation. 


Import of Furskins 

The open general licence for the importation of raw 
furskins, stated Mr. Belcher, was revoked at the end of 
August, and imports would in future be permitted only for 
direct re-export or for supply to holders of quotas earned 
by exporting manufactured fur goods. The procedure was 
designed to secure a favourable exchange balance in the fur 
trade. It allowed strictly limited sales on the home market 
which were essential if exports of manufactured fur gar- 
ments were to be stimulated. 


Private Chattels Scheme 

Asked when the supplementery payments under the 
Private Chattels Scheme would be made, Mr. Belcher 
replied that the supplementary payments were being made 
as rapidly as possible. 240,000 had already been made, ance 
he expected that the bulk of the remaining 110,000 woula 
be made by the end of the year. 


Football Pools 

Answering questions on supplies of paper for football 
pools, Mr. Belcher said that under the recent Order the 
quantity of paper that might be used by each football pool 
of any considerable size was being fixed on a scale that 
would secure a substantial reduction in the total consump- 
tion of paper. Small pools were allowed to use up to 2 cwts. 
in four months for coupons, entry forms, and new envelopes 
without licence, but were subject to the restrictions imposed 
on the size of coupons and entry forms and to the prohibi- 
tion of free distribution. 

He must make it clear that the concern of the present 
Order was with paper economy, and for this purpose he 
would not be justified in requiring the re-establishment of 
the Unity Pools organization ; nor was it the purpose of the 
Order to control the conduct of the pools in other respects. 

Licences for paper supplies had so far been issued to 
30 firms; 3 applications had been rejected, and 6 were 
under consideration. 


Factories for Disabled Miners 

The President was asked what progress was being made 
with the factories for disabled miners in South Wales. 
Mr. Belcher replied that the two factories at Llwynypia were 
nearing completion. The roof was on at the Ponthenry and 
Aberbargoed factories and internal work was proceeding. 
Roofing was in progress at Ammanford, Tumble and 
Garnant and the steel work was nearly finished at Aberdare. 
At Ferndale steel for one of the factories was on the site 
and the steel for the other was now available. 

One factory at Llwynypia had been allocated to a 
manufacturer and should be occupied in December. 
Applications for five of the other factories are under 
consideration. 


Subsidy on Shoe Leather to go 

The subsidy on leather for the boot and shoe industry 
was at present estimated to amount to £14 million a year, 
which represented on the average about 2s. 6d. a pair on 
all types of footwear produced. It had been decided that 
the subsidies on leather should be removed and this would 
naturally involve a revision of utility footwear prices. 


Trade with Greece 

The president stated that United Kingdom stocks of 
Greek tobacco were at present adequate to meet demand, 
but if manufacturers wished to purchase further quantities 
sympathetic consideration would be given to their requests 
for import licences. On account of its high price, olive 
oil was at present imported for medicinal use only, and 
there were adequate stocks for this purpose, but the 
Greek Government had been informed that if supplies 
could be offered at a reasonable price, His Majesty’s 
Government would consider permitting imports for general 
consumption. Contracts for the purchase of 40,000 tons 
of dried fruits (30,000 tons of currants and 10,000 tons of 
sultanas) had recently been concluded, and the Greek 
Government had been informed that if further quantities 
could be offered at the same price His Majesty’s Government 
was willing to purchase. 

With regard to exports to Greece, there was a wide demand 
for the type of goods Greece required and His Majesty’s 
Government could not agree in the present financial 
position of this country to allocate specified quantities of 
these supplies to that market. 

In the circumstances he did not think it would be 
appropriate to open negotiations for a Trade Agreement 
at the present time.

Purchases in each uf the subdivisions were smaller than 
sales, as they were in August, so that a small decline was 
recorded for stocks in each case.

BRITISH STANDARDS 


Book Sizes and Dating of Books: It has long been felt 
desirable that there should be greater uniformity in the 
sizes of books, and as a step in this direction the British 
Standards Institution has recently issued some recom- 
mendations on the subject. These are given in B.S. 14138: 
1947. and the first part of this booklet lays down a series of 
eight sizes representing those commonly used in Great 
Britain which, if universally adopted, would conduce to 
economy in library shelving and to general convenience. It 
is realized, however, that there are various classes of books, 
including books for children, in which divergence from these 
standard sizes may be desirable, but it is hoped that they 
will be widely adopted for general literature. 

"he importance of dating of books has often been stressed, 


and the second part of the booklet establishes a system for 
the inclusion of the dates of publication of books, including 
new impressions, new editions and re-issues of books.

Pipe Flanges for Land Use, Tables A, B and C: The

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Visits of Property Owners 
to Germany 


HE arrangements governing the visits of property 
owners, or their accredited representatives, to Germany 
for the purpose of inspecting or attending to matters 
directly concerning their property in that country have 
recently been reviewed. The Board of Trade are prepared 
to receive and consider applications to visit Germany 
from owners of any nationality of property in the British 
Zone of Germany or British Sector of Berlin which falls 
into any of the following categories :-— 
(1) Business premises. 
(2) Chain stores, blocks of flats. 
(3) Landed estates. 
In cases where there may be some doubt as to the precise 
present legal ownership of the property concerned, it may 


be necessary for the applicant to supply documentary proof 


of ownership or interest in the property, before his applica- 
tion to visit Germany can be fully considered. 

Hitherto the number of property owners visiting Germany 
at any time has been liable to limitation. So far as is 
practicable this limitation is now withdrawn. 

It is emphasized that these revised facilities apply only 
to owners of property which is situated in the British Zone 
of Germany or the British Sector of Berlin. No variation 
of the existing arrangements for visits to property in other 
parts of Germany has yet been made, but details will be 
published in the Board of Trade Journal if and when 
notification is received of any variation in the arrangements 
for visiting the Zones, or Sectors of Berlin, of any of the 
other Occupying Powers in Germany. 

Applications cannot be accepted from property owners, 
or their representatives, who fall into any of the following 
categories, irrespective of where the property is situated 
in Germany :— 

(a) Owners who have lost legal title to their property, e.g. 

under duress or by confiscation ; 

(b) Owners of private dwelling houses and small blocks 

of property ; 

(c) Owners of household goods and personal effects 

which are stored in Germany ; 

(d) Owners of bank accounts. 

As indicated at (b) above, applications will not be accepted 
normally from owners of private dwelling houses or small 
blocks of property. Consideration will be given, however, 
to such applications when the owner is able to satisfy the 
Board of Trade that property in the British Zone or in the 
sritish Sector of Berlin which falls into this category is of 
comparative importance and when its management is 
unusually complicated. 

Bona fide owners of property in Germany which is 
described under (1) (2) or (3) of the first paragraph of this 
announcement should apply in the first instance for 
application forms from the German Division, Board of 
Trade, I.C. House, Millbank, London, S.W.1, stating clearly 
the exact location or locations of the property or properties 
and indicating, if known, the Zone or Zones of occupation 
or Sectors of Berlin in which the property is situated.

It is estimated that the garment industry in this area is 
now the third largest manufacturing industry, employing at 
present about 50 per cent. more persons than before the war, 
with the emphasis on style and quality rather than on mass 
production. The number of firms has grown from about 
500 before the war to about 1,000 at present, while their 
output has risen from about $50,000,000 in 1939 to an 
estimated $400,000,000 in 1946. 

The British manufacturer has in Southern California a 
vast untapped market, especially for high-quality mer- 
chandise of the type for which Britain is justly famous. 
The question is, whether he can make such articles available

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Western States of the U.S. as a 
Market for U.K. Exports

HE Western States are the regions showing the most 

rapid growth in the United States, with per capita 

income well above that of most other states and 
population gains greater than in the nation as a whole ; this 
point, it will be recalled, was emphasized in the previous 
articles referred to. ° 

Later figures for 1946 now show that California alone 
gained 2,644,000 residents during the war years and with a 
total population of 9,550,000 the State is now exceeded only 
by New York and Pennsylvania, similar population gains 
have occurred in other Western States and the present 
estimated populations are: Colorado, 1,137,000; Utah, 
600,000 ; Oregon, 1,260,000; and Washington, 2,190,000. 
On the average the population has increased, since 1940, by 
34 per cent. in the West as compared with 7 per cent. for the 
United States and it is estimated that the population in the 
three Western States, California, Oregon and Washington, 
has risen by 3,281,000 in the past 6 years. Industry has 
also expanded and factory jobs are up 70 per cent. in the 
West as against 46 per cent. in the United States. 

Historically, the settlement of the West began with the 
‘* Gold Rush ”’ less than one hundred years ago and to-day 
there is a similar rush of firms and industries coming 
‘* West ’’ to participate in its expanding economy. 

The West built its wealth on the exploitation of natural 
resources, forests, agriculture (grain and fruits), fisheries and 
now water power and this will continue for a long time to 
come. Although industries are coming west, the area will 
long remain dependent on outside sources for most industrial 
products and there is no reason why British manufacturers 
cannot share with high-quality goods of particular kinds. 


Pre-War Trade with U.K. 


In pre-war years United Kingdom trade with Western 
America was limited to ‘‘ luxury” items and the market 
itself was mainly served as a secondary market by the New 
York agents of British firms; and the Western market for 
United Kingdom goods was never fully developed as British 
manufacturers visiting this area invariably confirm. It is 
not uncommon to hear them say that we have ‘‘ only 
scratched this market.” 

At present the West consumes more manufactured goods 
than it makes and even though World War II advanced the 
industrialization of the area by at least 25 years it is still 
necessary to import from the Eastern United States a great 
amount of manufactured goods for local consumption. 
Eastern manufacturers estimate that 15 per cent. of their 
domestic market is in the 11 Western States, of which 
California is the largest, and as a result they are finding it 
prudent to establish branch operations in the West in order 
to cater adequately to the market’s demand. The great 
names of United States industry are appearing in Western 
America, where they either open factories or establish 
agencies and sales offices. This development by large 
Eastern manufacturers indicates that they believe that only 
by regional representation can this area be _ properly 
serviced. 

Utah and California became large steel producing states 
during the war and the establishment of these steel plants in 
the mountain and Pacific regions will have an important 
effect on Western industry.

The Future 


The western states cover an immense area, and customs 
and habits are influenced by many factors. Climatic 
conditions are most varied in the vast forests, prairies, 
deserts and mountain ranges which comprise the area, and 
really adequate knowledge of the market can only be 
obtained by personal visits of manufacturers, or by resident 
agents. 

Examples of forward thinking in merchandising and trade 
promotion and evidence that the West is well aware of the 
importance of foreign trade on a two-way basis can be seen 
in the proposal to establish a ‘‘ World Trade Centre” in 
San Francisco. The California State Jegislature has

approved the building of a $60,000,000 group of buildings to 
house the offices and exhibits of domestic and foreign 
manufactures and other facilities connected with foreign 
trade. Likewise the building of ‘‘ Apparel City ’’ in San 
Francisco is nearing completion and this project combining 
manufacturing space and show rooms has appealed to 
several large Eastern manufacturers who have already taken 
show space. 


The Western Merchandise Market, San Francisco, has also 
found it necessary to make a large addition to its already 
extensive facilities. At the ‘‘ Winter Market Week” 
dealers and buyers registered from 37 states in America, as 
well as from Australia, Alaska, Canada, China, Hawaii, the 
Philippines and Venezuela, and two thousand manufac- 
turers exhibited their goods. 


It must also be emphasized that the growth of the trading 
area is not limited to San Francisco. Portland and Seattle 
in particular, apart from their staple trades of long-standing, 
are aspiring to become world-wide trading centres and 
although this development is fairly new, they look to 
tremendous progress in the Far East to promote their 
prosperity. 

Seattle, as the trading port for Alaska, has also built up 
over many years an immense trade in supplies to the 
Territory and notably in the distribution of canned fish 
therefrom. 

In the field of apparel the West, and California in par- 
ticular, has quadrupled its production in the past few years. 
Less than a decade ago, California designers who wanted a 
retail market had to journey to New York to show their 
seasonal lines. To-day the reverse is the case; eastern 
retail stores or buying offices for groups of stores send 
representatives to California and in many cases maintain 
permanent offices there; and it is only by following this 
method that British manufacturers of similar products can 
expect to obtain the full benefits of the western market 
potential. 


As said previously, climate has an important influence on 
sales in the west and the west is particularly free from long- 
established tradition. It is a market without inhibitions 
and in sometimes spectacular, but it always demands 
quality and craftsmanship. 


British goods have a reputation in both these respects 
which it is essential to maintain. In addition Western 
methods of selling must be considered and it must be realized 
that it is these methods which succeed in this area, although 
they may not necessarily be in keeping with established 
procedure elsewhere. Two other factors of importance not 
only in the area but all over the United States are packaging 
and advertising and it is felt that in the past the British 
manufacturer has paid too little attention to these aspects 
of sales promotion. In particular the importance of 
advertising appears to have been neglected. 


Untouched Markets 


It might also be well to point out that the ‘‘ sellers’” 
market has disappeared in many lines and normal peace- 
time production is developing in America faster than is 
generally realized. Products are now selling in the West on 
their merits and the product which sells easiest and most 
profitably is the one which the ultimate buyer not only 
needs but especially wants. Only competent Western 
agents or a visit from a member of the firm can give the 
United Kingdom manufacturer the information necessary to 
enable him to produce what the West wants to buy. 


Throughout Western America there are many small towns 
and in the past it was most unusual to find a British product 
for sale in any one of them. This is an undiscovered 
market and it can only be serviced by good representation 
in the area. The buyers from these small towns attend the 
various market weeks, such as the 1946 Denver market week, 
where 700 buyers from surrounding towns attended and

British and American Commanders as available from 

their respective Zones in Germany for allocation as 
reparations. It is possible that substitutions may be made 
in some cases, in which event an early announcement will 
be made. Otherwise, the list is a record as announced in 
Berlin of all the remaining plants to be made available from 
the two Zones with the exception of plants in the Aluminium, 
Beryllium, Vanadium, Magnesium, Synthetic Oil and 
Rubber, Synthetic Ammonia, and Ball and Roller Bearing, 
and Shipbuilding Industries, which will be the subject of 
further announcements at a later date. 


The present list comprises :— 
89 Steel Plants, 
10 Non-ferrous Plants, 
211 Engineering Plants, 
39 Chemical Plants, 
83 War Plants, 7.e., plants especially adapted for the 
manufacture of aircraft, guns, tanks, ammunition, 
etc. 


It is hoped that the allocation of these plants will com- 
mence during the early part of 1948, and that they will be 
disposed of to nations by the autumn of that year. The 
share of the United Kingdom in the plants represents 
approximately one fifth of their total value. It is impossible 
to say, in advance of allocation, whether any particular 
plant will ultimately be allocated to the United Kingdom.

While full details 
of the equipment contained in these plants are not yet 
available, anyone who would be interested in securing any 
of the plants as a whole, or major portions thereof, is 
invited to express his interest in writing forthwith to the 
appropriate Production Department indicated in the 
schedule. A further announcement will be issued giving 
the final date for the submission of such expressions of 
interest. 


When full and up-to-date particulars are available ex- 
pressions of interest may be confirmed or corrected. In 
certain cases, it will be possible for visits of inspection to 
be made prior to such confirmation or correction. 


Each communication of an expression of interest should 
indicate very briefly the purpose for which the plant is 
needed and its relationship to the present production and 
capacity of the applicant; it should also bear the official 
serial number of the plant, appearing in the first column 
below. 


Enquiries for individual items of machinery and 
equipment located in the plants are not required 
at present. 


Plant allocated to the United Kngdom will be offered 
for sale to ultimate users only through Government 
disposal channels. It will be sold at prices roughly equiva- 
lent to those ruling in the United Kingdom for corres- 
ponding equipment in the same secondhand condition.

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Imports of Food from 
South Africa 


HE Minister of Food has given details of the food he 

intends to import from South Africa under the South 

African Loan Agreement, which provides that the 
United Kingdom will import £12,000,000 worth of food a 
year from South Africa during the next three years. 

These figures are the best approximations possible at the 
beginning of the growing season in the Union, and by agree- 
ment variations may be made later between the groups or 
within each group. The obligation to import these supplies 
or to permit them to be imported is subject to their being 
available at commercial prices. The commodities and their 
valaes are as 8 follows : 3

The citrus fruit will probably amount to about 90,000 tons 
and the deciduous fruit to about 25,500 tons; the jam and 
marmalade may be of the order of 30,000 tons ; canned fish 
may be about 134 million 4-lb. tins; the value for eggs 
represents about 21 million eggs. It is hoped to ship about 
20,000 tons of potatoes which may not be a recurrent item ; 
of pulses about 5,000 tons ; and it is hoped that there will be 
increased cultivation of pulses in South Africa since the 
United Kingdom greatly needs them. 

The Ministry will buy the citrus fruit and the canned fish 
and one or two other items, but most of the products will be 
subject to negotiation by private traders as at present. 
There is no intention, because of the loan, to disturb any of 
the existing methods of purchase. The Ministry normally 
chooses the most convenient and businesslike way of 
purchasing, and it will continue to do so irrespective of the 
loan. 





The deciduous fruits will arrive in the spring months when 
there is little fruit about. The quantities will be substantial, 
but the Minister expects to have to impose price controls. 
This important South African industry was founded on the 
British market in response to British needs, and there is no 
appreciable alternative outlet for its produce. ‘The Union 
Government agrees that the United Kingdom should not 
import the two top grades of grapes known as “‘ selected ’ 
and ‘‘ extra selected.’”’ This will save some labour of 
cultivation and packing materials and, incidentally, will give 
us a bigger tonnage of the ordinary qualities. The quan- 
tities of grapes—about 2,500,000 boxes of 10 Ibs. each, or 
more than 11,000 tons—should ensure a wide distribution 
and the prices will be much lower than last season. 

The Minister wishes to place on record his deep apprecia- 
tion of the manner in which the South African representative 
conducted these negotiations. There has been the utmost 
frankness in discussing difficulties and a cheering friendship 
in discussion. 





State Purchases in Tunisia 


A Decree published in the Journal Officiel Tunisien 
of September 30, 1947, authorizes the Tunisian Government 
to purchase in exceptional circumstances and up to a date 
yet to be fixed, any goods or merchandise whether of local 
origin or imported. Unless a fixed price already exists 
for the commodity in question, price will be determined 
by taking into account various local conditions. Should 
the owner or his representative wish to contest this price. 
he must do so within three days by sending a registered 
letter to the Secretariat-General. 
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British Assets in 
Czechoslovakia 


HE attention of firms and individuals owning property 
Ti: Czechoslovakia is drawn to the following : 
Increment Duty and Capital Levy.—Further to the 
notice in the Board of Trade Journal on August 23 con- 
cerning the assessment of increment duty and capital levy 
chargeable under Czechoslovak law, the final date for filing 
declarations by persons living outside Czechoslovakia has 
been postponed from October 31 to December 31 1947. 

Commercial Debts.—-Under Czechoslovak law payment of 
commercial debts cannot be claimed more than three years 
after their maturity or after last acknowledgment of the 
debt. The claimant must prove existence of this acknow- 
ledgment. 

Because of the war, the period of three years was pro- 
longed until December 31, 1947. After that date all claims 
originating three years previously or more (e.g., pre-war 
commercial claims) are liable, save in certain exceptional 
circumstances, to become null and void if creditors do not 


bring their claim before the Czechoslovak courts. 
Non-declared Assets.—In accordance with Law 95 of 
1945 all bank accounts, deposit books and = insurance 


policies had to be declared through appropriate banking or 


other institution and if not were forfeited. (Notice in 
Board of Trade Journal of January 5, 1946.) Owners 
living abroad may ask for compensation, but the time 
limit for doing so ends on December 31, 1947.

Withdrawal of Rebate of Customs Duty on Goods Imported 
for Manufacturing Purposes : Government Notice No. 832 
published in the Southern Rhodesia Government Gazette

United Kingdom exporters are now reminded that if the date 
is abbreviated it is most important that the month should 
not be indicated by a number, e.g., January 5, 1947 and 
not 5.1.47, should be used.

Uruguay 


Fines on the unused parts of import permits: The Board of 
Trade have received a copy of the Diario Oficial of October 


9, 1947, which contains the text of a Decree, No. 18472/936, 
dated October 2, 1947. 
The decree provides that applications for import permits 


may be cancelled without penalty within 30 days of the 
issue of the permit when the whole or part of the goods 
covered by the permit cannot be imported. Otherwise, if 
the goods are not imported there will be imposed a fine of 
15 per cent. of the amount of the unused part of the permit, 
or a fine of 73 per cent. of the amount of the unused part, 
plus any difference in exchange rates between the dates of 
the issue and cancellation of the permit, if this difference 
is more than 7} per cent. 

A tolerance of 10 per cent. of the total amount of the 
permit is allowed and provision is made for the fine to be 
waived if it can be proved that the failure to import is 
beyond the importer’s control. For this purpose, a certificate 
is required from the Uruguayan Consular representative 
in the exporting country stating the reasons for non- 
shipment, but this certificate is not required for imports 
covered by bankers credits. In such cases, a certificate 
from the bank concerned stating that the importation will 
not be effected will be sufficient.
